Suggest that they were installed as part of the Gold Medallion Home 
Programme. Since 1972 when the municipality assumed responsibility 
for streetlighting, the City has continued with Hydro's policy of 


maintaining the lights, notwithstanding the fact that only very 
limited lighting is provided. 


In 1983, some residents of Comanche Road and Cochise Crescent 
requested that streetlighting be provided in lieu of lawn lights. A 
public meeting was held with the concensus that the residents were 
opposed to the installation of standard streetlighting. 


Mr. Taylor advises that the present policy of lawn light maintenance 
provides that Hydro Mississauga, at the expense of the City, 


maintains the lights, and the energy charges are paid by the property 
Owner on whose lot the light is located. 


In 1984/85, the average cost for maintenance was $11,000.00/year. 

The cost to provide standard lighting on the streets where lawn : 
lights are now located would be $360,000.00, plus an estimated annual 
maintenance cost of $3,500.00. The lawn lights provide little 
illumination; however, the residents appear to believe they provide a 
unique atmosphere and would oppose the wholesale installation of 
streetlighting to City standards.

We are in receipt of a request from Mr. Michael Caine 
on behalf of Mississauga Clean City Campaign, copies 
of the correspondence attached. As you can see, they 
are requesting $78,000.00 which represents. the 
operating shortfall on the assumption that their 
gross costs are $115,000.00 with a revenue of 
$37,000.00 leaving a net cost of $78,000.00. Last 
year they received a grant in the amount of 
$63,000.00 of which $18,000.00 was handled through 
the grant programme administered by Recreation and 
Parks with the balance of $45,000.00 being financed 
from the Engineering Department's Current Budget. 
This year we are of the opinion that the entire 
amount should be handled through the Engineering 
Department's Garbage Collection account in the 
Current Budget. 


The MCCC have requested an interim grant of 
$23,950.00 which will keep them operating from 
January 1, 1986 to April 30, 1986 at which time the 
entire grant of $78,000.00 will be dealt with as part 
of the normal budget discussions and therefore we 
would support an interim payment in the amount of 
$23,950.00.

This report was sent with a ballot asking the 
homeowners to indicate whether or not they would like City standard 
streetlighting placed along their streets at City expense.

On February 11, 1986, 428 ballots were sent to the affected homeowners 
with a request that they be returned by February 28, 1986. By 
Pebruary 28, 218 replies were received. These replies indicated 42 
homeowners favoured City standard streetlighting and 176 homeowners 
were opposed to City standard streetlighting. 


Attached is a chart indicating the breakdown of the results on a 
street by street basis. Knareswood Drive was the only street where a 
majority of the respondents favoured City standard streetlighting and 
only one-third of the affected homeowners on this street responded. 


The ballot provided a space for comments. Pollowing is a paraphrase 
of most of the comments with answers where necessary: 


a) Many of the homeowners opposing the installation of street lights 
stated that one of the reasons they bought their homes was because 
of the unique after dark aesthetic atmosphere provided by the lawn 
lit street. The homeowners felt that the installation of street 
lights will detract from this atmosphere. 


b) Many of the homeowners opposing the installation of street lights 
asked why the cost of maintenance stated at $11,000.00 was so high.

P. Taylor, Commissioner of Engineering and Works, with 

to lawn lights. In that report Mr. Taylor indicated that there 
are a number of streets where private lawn lights provide the 
only streetlighting. In the course of its discussions the 
Committee directed the City Solicitor to prepare a report to 
the Committee on the City's legal liability if streetlighting 
was not to City standard. 


It can be said that in this fact situation the City through 
Mississauga Hydro has not provided any streetlighting, the 
existing lighting being private. There is no duty resting on 
the municipality, either at common law or by statute, to 
provide streetlighting. As well it is clear that’ the 
maintenance of these lights is under taken by the City pursuant 
to a policy decision by the City and not by any legal 
obligation. 


Streetlighting not to City standard may impact on certain 
non-repair of roadway situations, e.g., badly illuminated 
signing of dangerous curves, obstructions on roadway, and the 
Court may well examine to what extent the inadequate lighting 
contributes to the non-repair. However, as indicated above, no 
obligation arises in the absence of other conditions of the | " 
roadway which would impose legal obligation upon the City. ,

Taylor advises that pursuant to the recommendation of the Public 
works Committee at its meeting of January 20, 1986, his report with 
respect to lawn lights was circulated to all assessed homeowners on 
streets which have lawn lights and no City standard streetlighting. On 
February ll, 1986, 428 ots were mailed with a request that they be | 
returned by February 28, 1986. 218 replies were received, 42 supported ty 
the installation of standard streetlighting, and 176 of which opposed | 
same. Mr. Taylor attachs a chart detailing the breakdown of responses 
on a street-by-street basis, and notes that Knareswood Drive was the 
only street where a majority of the respondents favoured standard 
streetlighting, but only 1/3 of the affected homeowners replied. 
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Mr. Taylor paraphrases the comments noted on the replies, and comments,

(a) Many opposing the installation of standard streetlight ing stated 

that one of the reasons they bought their homes was because of the

Mr. McDonald explained that the lawn lights were installed on local 
residential streets by Mississauga Hydro in the early 1960's in lieu of 
Street lights, under a program by Gold Medallion Homes during a time 
when it was promoted to "live better electrically". The maintenance of 
these lawn lights has become somewhat of a "headache" for Mississauga 
Hydro in that replacement parts are no longer available and there are 
very few in the municipality, and the Commission pass a resolution 
“encouraging the City to embark on a 10-year planned program of 


installing street lights on the remainder of the Streets now being 
serviced with lawn lights". 


Councillor M. Prentice commented that, in the long run, it would appear 
that the cost to the municipality would be considerably less if the 


Situation is left as is, and moved adoption of the recommendation in Mr. 
Taylor's report. 


Councillor D. Culham noted that pursuant to the survey mailed to the 
residents, the only street where there may be some interest in 
installing streetlighting is on Knareswood Drive (Ward 2); however, this 


is based on responses by 1/3 of the residents. At his suggestion, | 
Councillor Prentice amended her motion to add a clause whereby the Ward pf 


Councillor is to confer with the residents of that street to determine 
their desire for the installation of Standard streetlighting. ' 
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Councillor Cook expressed concern with respect to liability. Mr. 

J. Anderson, Legal Department, reiterated the comments of the City 
Solicitor in his report dated March 7, 1986 (Item 2) whereby the 
municipality has no legal liability to provide Streetiighting. The 
Councillor indicated that the residents of the Sherway area, near an 
area where the lawn lights exist in lieu of street lights, have 
questioned the matter of 1 liability, particularly now that everyone 
is aware that the illumination is not to City standard, eg what if a 
driver injured a child because the street was not illuminated enough. 
Mr. Anderson responded that it is the responsibility of a driver to 
handle his vehicle in accordance with the conditions. It was also 
suggested that some responsibility rests with the residents and parents. 


Mr. McDonald advised that if the residents of a particular street 
determine that they want streetlighting installed, a petition could be 
submitted to the City and the matter dealt with at that time. 


At the suggestion of Councillor Cook, Councillor Prentice amended her 
motion to provide that a copy of the Engineer's report, and the report 
from the City Solicitor with respect to legal liability (Item 2), be 
sent to the residents. 


Councillor H. Kennedy indicated that there is a street within ward 1 
which falls within this category and that the owner of one property has 
bypassed the hydro meter so that the electrical costs are not included 
on the hydro bill for that property. Mr. McDonald advised that he would 
check into this. 


Councillor Kennedy noted that it would appear that the homeowners, in 
general, do not want standard streetlighting, and moved that the 
individual homeowners be responsible for the maintenance of the lawn 
lights on their respective properties. Councillor Prentice advised that 
she did not support this in that she does not feel the cost is 
exorbitant, and did not agree to amend her motion. 


With respect to maintenance costs, Mr. McDonald explained that it was 
not economically feasible to provide a crew solely for the maintenance 
of lawn lights; therefore, when it is necessary to attend to one of 
these lights, a regular streetlighting crew is dispatched. He noted 
that these lights do require more maintenance, particularly because of 
their location and height which make them more susceptible to 
vandalism. Hence, the recommendation that Mississauga Hydro increase 


am level of maintenance by providing after-dark patrols once every 2 
weeks. 


Mr. John Rogers advised that at one time he owned a home in one of the 
Subject areas and he undertook to replace light bulbs etc as necessary. 
Further, he suggested that this is the case with the majority of the 
homeowners. He also noted that if the subject areas were routinely 
checked, it would eliminate expensive sporadic calls. 


Councillor Kennedy agreed that most homeowners are happy to look after 
the lawn lights on their properties, and noted that the cost to the 
individual would be considerably less than the City's cost to send a 
crew. 4
